this article regularly. That the increase in its use is phenomenal 
is evident from the fact that the consumption in ten years has 
increased from 93,784 dozen tins in 1897 to 834,761 dozen in 1907. 
Owing to the peculiar agricultural conditions of Japan, the empire 
can never be a cattle-raising country, the land being considered too- 
valuable for other purposes, consequently there will never be a 
supply of natural milk, so that a substitute for milk will have to be 
obtained, entirely from abroad, in the form of condensed milk or 
evaporated cream. As might be expected, the demand is greater 
for the milk product than for the cream. Evaporated cream is used 
only by Japanese who are accustomed to foreign cooking and by 
foreigners, who are obliged to use this product in the East, since 
cream in its natural condition is not available. Amongst the latter 
class there will always be a good demand for evaporated cream, 
while amongst the former the demand will slowly increase.

It appears that British and other foreign 
firms will, as far as space permits, be allowed to exhibit in the 
Tourist Section, through a Norwegian representative, in classes in 
which Norwegian industry has nothing important to show, and also 
in special branches where foreign products would be considered 
stimulating or instructive for Norwegian industry, especially in the 
classes for steamship and hotel fittings. The Tourist Section will 
include classes for motor cars and water closets, both of which are 
seldom, if ever, seen in Bergen. 

The Sports and Pastimes Section will include classes for shoot- 
ing, fishing, football, and lawn tennis requisites, and here again, 
as an exception, a limited number of British and other foreign 
firms will be allowed to exhibit through a Norwegian representative. 

In the Home Industries Section, only exhibitors from the Bergen 
Diocese will be allowed to compete for awards. 

It is also proposed to hold an International Tourist Congress at 
Bergen during the Exhibition, but details of this proposal are not 
yet settled. 

As space will be limited, Mr. Gray urges British firms wishing 
to exhibit, to communicate with their Norwegian agents as soon as 
possible, before all the space available for foreign exhibitors is 
secured by competitors. |

COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS IN GALICIA AND 
ASTURIAS. 


The following information has been extracted from a memo- 
randum on the conditions of trade in the Consular district of 
Galicia and Asturias that has been received from H.M. Consul at 
Corunna (Mr. A. F. Medhurst) :— 

The whole district is in a prosperous condition, notwithstanding 
a poor harvest and a falling off in the crops of apples and nuts. 
The sardine, which deserted the french coast, is caught in ever- 
increasing numbers at Vigo and Corunna; trom tke neighbourhood 
of Corcubion and Villagarcia pit-props are exported briskly ; 
whilst to the north the development in the mining industries keeps 
Gijon and minor ports busy with shipments of iron and other 
ores. 

Vigo, with 32,000 inhabitants, is the most important town in 
the district and shows a steadily increasing trade and population. 
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The chief factor in this prosperity is the fishery—chiefly sardines— 
the daily catch being estimated at 1,000. 

Pontevedra, three hours by rail from Vigo, is an unimportant 
town of 9,000 inhabitants and the centre for the various Govern- 
ment offices for the district. A flourishing brick and tile works 
employs seventy-two hands and turns out excellent work. 
Germany and Belgium supplied the machinery and Belgium the 
ventilators. The works are about to be enlarged. 

Marin is the port of Pontevedra, with which it is connected by 
a steam tramway—a distance of five miles separating the two 
places. There are some 5,000 inhabitants, who are prosperous 
owing to the heavy catches of sardines. A railway to Redondela 
is projected, which will be of much benefit to the trade of the 
town. 

Villagarcia, a flourishing town of 6,000 inhabitants, possesses 
the best harbour on that coast. The export of pit-props and the 
sardine fishery are the chief factors in the general prosperity. 

Santiago is a cathedral town of 26,000 inhabitants and is noted 
for silver and gold work (mostly for religious purposes), from which 
the whole of Spain receives supplies. There are 6,000 houses in 
the town, and electric light, supplied by a local works, is freely 
used. ‘The electrical works derives its power from a river eight 
miles distant and also employs auxiliary steam power. The coal 
required comes from England (v4 Villagarcia) and a quantity of 
some 700 tons is consumed yearly. The engines are British and 
the turbines Swiss, whilst Germany supplied the dynamos. All 
the lamps and fittings employed are German. Santiago is con- 
nected with Villagarcia by an English-built line of railway and 
with Corunna by motor engines, which run twice daily. 

Ferrol, a town of 16,000 inhabitants, lost its prosperity with 
the closing of the Government dock works and the royal arsenal, 
but it is hoped that with the expected reconstruction of these 
works—to be undertaken by foreigners, in all probability by a 
British syndicate—prosperity may return to the town. The 
entrance to the harbour is a very safe one, and there are excellent 
coaling facilities, which enable steamers to load from forty to sixty 
tons of coal per hour from the floating coal depéts, which are 
provided with steam winches. There appear to be no wealthy 
residents in the town, and the shops contain only articles of native 
manufacture, but once the shipping works and docks be recon- 
structed there will be an influx of well-paid engineers and skilled 
workmen who will require foreign goods. A railway line to con- 
nect Ferrol with Betanzos, on the main line to Madrid, is nearly 
completed, and a steam tramway (ten kilometres in length) to Jubia, 
where there is a cotton-mill, is contemplated. The Jubia cotton-mill 
produces rough white and striped cotton goods for home consump- 
tion ; some 700 hands are employed, and the machinery is British. 
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Gijon is a seaport with 30,000 inhabitants, which has lost much 
of its prosperity owing to the departure of the sardine from the 
coast, ‘The various mines and coalpits in the district provide work 
for the shippers, and when the new harbour works at Musel (three 
miles distant) are completed, ships of greater draught will be 
enabled to enter the harbour and trade should improve. A railway 
line from Gijon to San Martin (forty-two miles) of one metre 
gauge is being constructed by the Compania de los Ferrocarriles 
de San Martin-Lieres-Gijon-Musel. 

Rivadasella is a small seaport with 2,000 inhabitants. Its 
importance is chiefly on account of the shipments of manganese 
and iron ores from the mining districts of the provinceof Asturias, 
which show signs of rapid development. At present shipments 
are effected under the Norwegian flag, freights being lower than 
those quoted by British steamers. 

Mr. Medhurst adds in conclusion: “In general I was struck by 
the prosperity of the whole district and the development of the 
mining industries. The harvests were everywhere poor and maize 
will have to be imported to feed the people, but the fisheries are 
doing well and so there is no poverty apparent.” 


TRADE MARKS IN THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 

The Acting British Consul-General at Manila reports that it has 
been decided that, in order to secure protection for a trade mark of 
a British subject and to ensure that the entry into the Philippine 
Islands of any goods bearing marks in imitation of such trade 
mark may be prevented, the Insular Collector of Customs must be 
satisfied, by the filing with him of a proper certificate, that such trade 
mark has been registered at Washington, in addition to proof that 
the trade mark is registered at Manila.

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SUGAR AND TOBACCO CULTIVATION IN CUBA. 


The following particulars respecting sugar and tobacco cultivation 
in Cuba are taken from the Report of the Provisional Administra- 
tion of the Republic of Cuba from 13th October, 1906, to 1st 
December, 1907, by Charles E. Magoon, Provisional Governor :— 

The two principal articles cultivated in Cuba are sugar-cane and 
tobacco. Sugar-cane occupies the following area :—2 per cent. of 
the area of Pinar del Rio Province, 6 per cent. of Havana Province, 
20 per cent. of Matanzas Province, 12 per cent. of Santa Clara 
Province, 2 per cent. of Camagiiey Province, and 4 per cent. of 
Oriente Province. The average cost of the preparation of the soil, 
planting and cultivation, per caballeria,* during five years, may be 
estimated at 2,568 dols., and the expenses of harvesting and trans- 
portation at about 3,970 dols., making a total of 6,538 dols. 
Spanish gold; therefore the 60,000 arrobas,f which is the average 
amount of cane produced in that time, cost 2°17 dols. per 
100 arrobas, delivered at the cane mill. 

Tobacco occupied, in 1906, nearly 2,000 caballerias, equal to 
26,840 hectares, distributed as follows:—Pinar del Rio, 13,474 
hectares; Havana, 2,926 hectares; Matanzas, 13,013 hectares ; 
Santa Clara, 9,582 hectares; Camagiiey, 161 hectares, and Oriente, 
684 hectares. 

The best tobacco-growing soils are in the Pinar del Rio Pro- 
vince; tobacco of poorer quality is produced in some parts of the 
Santa Clara Province, known as the ‘‘ vegas de Manicaragua,” and 
also in the Oriente Province. The expenses of ploughing, cultiva- 
tion, nurseries, planting or sowing and harvesting vary consider- 
ably; in the Pinar del Rio Province these expenses run as high as 
7,940 dols. per caballeria of land. ‘The production also varies 
greatly, but 211 bales and 54 arrobas of seeds are generally 
obtained. 

Other important vegetable products, though cultivated on a less 
extensive scale, are: bananas, pine apples, coffee, corn, hemp, 
oranges, sweet potatoes, Mame and yucca. Particulars as to the 
cost of the cultivation of these are as follows :—

CEYLON. 


The “ Ceylon Government Gazette Extraordinary ” for 17th October 
Bill to Restrict COmtsins a draft Ordinance to amend the 
son Tensiitetton law with regard to the importation, sale, and 

p distribution of opium in Ceylon, with the object 


Ta Sale of of restricting the consumption of the drug. 
pom. The main provisions of the Bill are as 
follows :— 


To prohibit the importation of opium, except by the Government. 

To restrict the sale or barter of opium, with certain exceptions 
in favour of medical practitioners and authorised vendors. 

To forbid the possession of opium except in certain specified 
cases. 

Provision is also made for the importation by Government of the 
necessary quantity of opium, and for the appointment of authorised 
vendors. 

Authorised vendors will supply opium only to registered con- 
sumers, and then only in the quantity in respect of which the 
consumer is registered ; and power is taken to pass regulations for 
gradually reducing the quantity supplied to registered consumers. 

Provision is made for taking over all opium from the present 
licensees at a valuation on the expiration of their licences. 

The possession of hypodermic syringes and similar apparatus is 
prohibited. 

The Opium Ordinance of 1899 and amending Ordinances now in 
force are to be repealed. 


SIERRA LEONE. 


The “Sierra Leone Royal Gazette” for 10th October contains 
the text of a Bill, which has been read a first 
gp time, to consolidate and amend the Ordinances 
Consolidation of : 
ieeiianel Cesitinn relating to Customs duties leviable on articles 
imported into the Colony of Sierra Leone. 

It is proposed by the Bill to repeal ‘“‘ The Customs Duties Ordi- 
nance, 1900 (No. 26 of 1900) and its amending Ordinaces, and to 
re-impose, for the most part, the rates of duty previously in force 
in the Colony, the only amendments being the addition of the 
following goods to the list of articles which are exempted from 
import duty :— 

Arms and accontrements, equipment or uniform, the property of 
officers of the Sierra Leone Battalion of the West African Frontier 
Force, or of other officers of the Colonial Civil Service, imported by 
such officers for their own use on duty, as required by the regu- 
lations of their respective services. 

The professional robes of all officers of the Colonial service being 
barristers-at-law or advocates of the Scotch bar. 

West African Manufacture——All articles which in the opinion of 
the Collector of Customs are made substantially from West African 
produce.

AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH. 


With reference to the notice which appeared on pp. 322-3 of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” for 13th August last 
relative to the method of the payment of duty 
on “ advertising matter” sent to Australia, the 
Board of Trade have now received a communi- 
cation from the Representative of the Commonwealth of Australia 
in London stating that it frequently happens that “catalogues” 
are sent to Australia without the duty being first paid thereon. 

The Commonwealth Customs Department notifies that the 
practice of delivering advertising matter which is dutiable, and 
collecting the duty subsequently, was an arrangement made by the 
Department simply to meet the convenience of senders who may 
not have been aware at the time of despatch that duty had been 
re-imposed by the Federal Parliament, and they state that such 
arrangement cannot be continued. 

In order to ensure the delivery of catalogues to addressees, future 
consignments should be accompanied by a remittance or Common- 
wealth duty-stamps to cover the amount of duty due. 


Advertising 
Matter: Duty 
to be Prepaid. 


With reference to the notices which have appeared from time to 
time in the “ Board of Trade Journal” respect- 
ing the free importation of tools and “ minor 
articles” into the Commonwealth, the Board of 
Trade have now received copies of Customs By-

PORTUGAL: 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
a copy and translation of a Portuguese Law, 
dated 25th September, 1908, authorising the 
Government to increase the existing rates of 
Customs duty on goods, and also the shipping 
dues on vessels proceeding from countries 
which apply their maximum tariff to Portuguese 
goods, subject Portuguese commerce and navi- 
gation to differential or unfavourable treatment, or adopt duties on 
alcoholic liquors prejudicial to the export of Portuguese wines: the 
increase, at the discretion of the Government, to be up to a 
maximum of double the existing rates. 

The Portuguese Government is further authorised by this Law 
to conclude commercial agreements with foreign countries for a 
maximum period of eight years, whereby, in exchange for com- 
pensatory concessions in favour of Portuguese products, the 
Portuguese duties on certain goods, as enumerated in the Law, 
shall be “‘ conventionalised ” and the duties on other goods reduced 
by from 10 to 30 per cent.

Bronze statuary.——-The provision for “statuary” in section 3, 
Tariff Act of 1897, and in the reciprocal commercial agreements 
conciuded under that section, is qualified by the statement in 
paragraph 454 of said Act that “the term ‘ statuary’ as used in 
this Act shall be understood to include only such statuary as is 
cut, carved, or otherwise wrought by hand from a solid block or 
mass of marble, stone, or alabaster, or from metal, and as is the 
professional production of a statuary or sculptor only.” 

A bronze statue which was cast in a foundry by artisans from a 
model made by an artist in some plastic material, but upon which 
metal casting the artist has done little or no retouching, is not 
“statuary . . . wrought by hand . . . from metal,” 
under paragraph 454, but is dutiable as a manufacture of metal 
under paragraph 198 (45 per cent. ad valorem).

With the exception of the Aligarh-Hathras and Muttra-Aligarh 
links, all these lines may be regarded as in some measure protec- 
tive. Of special importance in this respect are the Karwi- 
Rajapur, Kunch-Jalaun-Madhogarh, and Cawnpore-Banda lines, 
which will facilitate communication with parts of Bundelkhand 
especially liable to famine. The last-named line in particular will 
open up the babul-growing tracts of Hamirpur and Banda, where 
the supply of bark for tanning purposes is practically unexploited. 
There are, it is stated, three portions of the provinces still 
unprovided for by the lines approved for future construction. 
These are the central and southern portions of Mirzapur district, 
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the northern tract of the Gonda and Bahraich districts north of 
the Rapti River, and the Garhwal district. Even light: railways 
may prove difficult to construct in the southern Mirzapur district, 
but their feasibility will be carefully considered. It is suggested 
that the central area might be protected by a light railway from 
Mirzapur to Robertsganj, or, as an alternative, that a motor road 
might be constructed on which a Renard train could be run. In 
the southern portion of the district, an extension of the Sone East 
Bank-Daltonganj line might, if feasible, be constructed to Dudhi 
and Singrauli. For Bahraich and Gonda districts it is suggested 
that a metre-gauge extension or light tramway from Nanpara 
through Bhinga to Balrampur or Tulsipur might be constructed, 
and though Garhwal cannot be tapped by railways, improvements 
in communication are certainly desirable, and no doubt the 
extension of cart roads will be undertaken as funds become 
available. 





EGYPT. 


The Egyptian “ Journal Officiel” of 2nd November publishes an 
Navigation on the announcement by the Egyptian Public Works 
Bahr El Aama Ministry to the effect that the navigation on 
* the Bahr El Aama will be interrupted during 
the construction of the new bridge near Embabeh. The existing 
waterway at low Nile will be blocked after the flood of this year 
(1908), and will remain blocked until after the flood of 1910. It 
will be possible for boats to pass between the west abutment and 
the Embabeh bank, through a channel 12 metres wide, when there 
is sufficient water there, probably only during August, September 
and October. The bridge will most likely be finished after the 
flood of 1910. 





NETHERLANDS. 


With reference to the recent decision of the Zeeland Steamship 
Company to cause three new steamers to be 
constructed for the passage between Queen- 
borough and Flushing, H.M. Legation at The 
Hague reports that these steamers are to be 
faster than chose at present in use. 

The agreement concluded between the Company and the Nether- 
lands Government on the 13th April, 1898, by which the Company 
received a State subsidy, expired on the lst October, 1908. InJune 
last a new agreement was made for a period of ten years from 
1st October, 1908, in accordance with which the Company are 
bound to employ first-class ships of at least 800 tons, able to com- 
pete with the best ships of equal tonnage of other lines running 
between England and the Continent. The new contract assigns

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to the Company a sum of 50,000ff. (4,1671.) for Dutch mails, and 
a minimum sum of 400,000f.

Referring to the notice on p. 654 of the “Board of Trade 
ienasiehien. of Journal ” of the 25th June last, respecting 
Senmentiie- the Guayaquil—Quito Railway, H.M. Consul at 

Quito Railway Guayaquil (Mr. A. Cartwright) reports that the 
> — works on this railway have been pushed forward 

and its effect on . : 1 

Trade. with very praiseworthy efforts. The Govern- 
ment have constantly had to come to the aid of 
the company, granting them advances of money, guaranteed by 

Custom-house bonds on import and export duties, but with the final 

result that, at the end of the year 1907, the railway was in visible 

distance of Quito, and on 25th June last: the station of Chimbacalle, 

15 minutes from Quito, was opened, the question as to the passage 

of the Andes, and the completion of one of the most difficult and 

risky of mountain railways, being thus finally solved. A single 
iron bridge only is now wanting to bring the trains of the railway 
to the streets of the highest national capital of the world. 

As regards the result that the Guayaquil and Quito Railway has 
had on the economical problems of the coast, Mr. Cartwright 
writes :—‘‘ In former years all our supplies of potatves, vegetables, 
corn, dried hay, beans and other similar food material had to be 
imported from Chile, Peru, &c. Now Guayaquil can well afford to 
export these to less favoured countries. . . . It is still more 
important when it is borne in mind that previously the interior or 
sierra drew nearly all its supplies (except food) from Guayaquil and 
the exterior, and had to pay for them in hard cash, whereas now 
it draws less, and pays not in cash but in produce. 

‘Even more than this, 1 may mention that, with the increased 
facilities, Quito and the surrounding country is drawing, from 
Guayaquil and the intervening districts, supplies of cotton, wool 
and other fibres that enable her to manufacture unbleached cotton 
(liencillo), casinettes, linen cloths, baizes (bayetas and bayetillas), 
rough casimirs, towels, &c., thus rendering the whole interior, from 
Latacunga (south of Quito) to the northern provinces adjoining 
Colombia, absolutely independent of all imports of such articles 
from foreign countries. This alone causes a considerable increase 
in the activity of the country, and is due to the fact that the 
railway has afforded facilities for the conveyance of adequate 
machinery and materials to the interior. Flour mills and allied 
industries are also springing up, and the elevated districts of 
Ecuador will, in the course of a few years be, in place of dependent 
districts, self-supporting and able to export to foreign countries.”

NEW ZEALAND.

o heveteiitman’ agricultural appliances made at Christchurch 
ee was to be enforced about the beginning of 





ae yy October, when the different makers’ catalogues 
dle were to be issued. The rise is not due to 


any concerted action on the part of the firms 
concerned, but is rather the outcome of a general feeling 
entertained by individual makers that something must be 
done to recoup themselves for the increased outlay demanded by 
the enhanced cost of raw material, and the additions to their pay 
rolls imposed by recent awards of the Arbitration Court. In both 
of these directions the outgoings of implement manufacturers have 
marked a substantial advance upon the necessary expenditure of 
even twelve months ago. ach firm appears to be acting indepen- 
dently of the others in the matter, as the rise in prices to be 
instituted varies considerably in different instances. Standard 
lines, such as ploughs, harrows, &c., are to be made to bear the 
chief burden, but over the whole range of articles selected for an 
increased selling price the rise will not average 5 per cent. Five 
per cent. has been added in some cases, and 23 per cent. in others, 
while many lines are unaltered.

VICTORIA. 


According to the Melbourne “ Argus” of 26th September, the 
Victorian Lands Department have recently 
received a large number of applications for 
the right to utilise the grass trees—long 
regarded as useless—which cover a large area of Crown lands in 
Victoria. The Department have recently agreed to give a 
syndicate the right to the grass trees over 100,000 acres in 
Heytesbury county. This syndicate proposes to use the trees 
principally for manufacturing alcohol to be utilised for industrial 
purposes. 

A local farmer is also negotiating with the Department con- 
cerning a contract for the use of grass trees. He has taken out a 
patent for the extraction of varnish from them, and says that 
he can produce a gallon of varnish, worth 5s., from one grass tree.

SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 


With reference to the notices on p. 82 of the ‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal” of the 8th October, and pp. 29-30 of 
the issue of Ist October, relative to harvest 

prospects in South Australia, the Board of 

Trade Correspondent at Adelaide (Mr. J. Creswell) reports, under 

date of 15th October, that the harvest prospects are most prom- 

ising, and a record season is anticipated. The previous largest 
yield was in 1906-7, when 21,000,000 bushels were reaped from 

1,800,000 acres, an average of 11°12 bushels to the acre. Timely 

rains have fallen all over the country, and it is stated that the 

financial position of the farmers has never been better than at 
present. Many farmers have still three seasons’ wheat in hand. 

Mr. Cresswell continues :—‘‘ Hay has been phenominally high the

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whole season, so that the farmers have had a real good time of it. 
One has only to go about the country to see the number of 
beautiful dwellings that have been built in the townships by the 
farmers; many farmers are now handing their farms over to their 
sons, having made sufficient to retire.” 





GOLD COAST (ASHANTI). 

According to a report on the trade of Ashanti for the six months 

ending 30th June, 1908, published in the Gold 
Cocoa Production. Coast ‘“ Government Gazette” of 15th October, 

the export of cocoa for the six months amounted 
to 527 tons, but considerably more than this quantity was actually 
purchased during that period, as the Coomassie merchants alone 
acquired over 600 tons. This product, says the report, is fast 
assuming a leading position in the trade of Ashanti, and it may 
confidently be said that over, rather than under production will 
become the cause of future comment. The plant thrives so well in 
the virgin forest of Ashanti that it has caught the fancy and 
attention of the farmers, and there are now few natives who have 
not at least one ‘‘ cocoa farm,” while many among them own three, 
four and even more plantations. Most of these plantations, however, 
are not yet in bearing, and several years must elapse before the 
industry reaches its full development. 





TURKEY (CRETE), 


H.M. Vice-Consul at Canea (Mr. E. C. Wyldbore Smith), writing 
under date of 29th October, reports as follows 
Crops. on the state of the crops in Crete :— 

Olive oil.—A very poor crop. Large quan- 
tities of last year’s crop remain, but current market prices are 
ruling very high, owing to the large demand. Prices: Canea 341., 
Candia 33/. 12s., and Rethymo 311. 4s., per ton. 

Wine.—A good vintage. Prices are generally low, owing to 
good vintages elsewhere and to the large quantities remaining in 
stock from last year: up to date there has been little demand for 
Cretan wines. Prices : Canea 3l. 4s., and Candia 31. 3s. 4d., per ton. 

Carobs.—A fair crop. Prices: Rethymo 2/. 16s., Candia (Hiera- 
petra) 3/. 6s. 8d., and Canea 31. 4s., per ton. 

Vallonea.—The crop has again been destroyed by caterpillars ; 
it is estimated at only 500 tons in the Rethymo district. Price, 
ol. 12s. per ton. 

Oranges.—A good crop, estimated at about 9,000 tons, at 10/. per 
ton. 

Mandarines——A good crop, estimated at about 7,000 tons, at 5l. 
per ton. 

Cedrates.— A poor crop. Price, 4. 16s. 8d. per ton.

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Almonds.—An abundant crop of moderate quality. Prices: 
Candia 501. 8s. 4d., and Canea 60I., per ton. 

Raisins (sultanas and currants).—The crop in the Candia 
district is estimated at 20—25 per cent. more than in 1907, and is 
of good quality. Owing to'the large supply in the Smyrna district 
and in Spain, local prices are low, ranging from 4/. 16s. 8d. to 
61, 8s. 4d. per ton. Up to date 50 per cent. of the export is 
directed tu Egypt. 

Cereals.—'l'he harvest was poor, owing largely to lack of rain. 
The quantity produced is not sufficient for the needs of the Island.

October was, on the whole, much about the same as in September. 
There was some decline in the engineering, building, furnishing 
and woodworking trades, and an improvement in the pig-iron 
industry. The printing and bookbinding trades showed a seasonal 
improvement. The dispute in the cotton industry continued 
throughout the month. 

As compared with a year ago employment in all the principal 
industries, except the boot.and shoe trade, showed some decline. 

In the 257 trade unions, with a net membership of 591,053, 
making returns, 56,200 (or 9°5 per cent.) were reported as un- 
employed at the end of October, 1908, compared with 9°4 per 
cent. at the end of September, 1908, and 4° 7 per cent. at the end 
of October, 1907.

BRITISH INDIA. 
According to a return received from the India Office, the number 
of paper mills at work in India in 1907 was 

Paper Mills. eight, three in Bengal, three in Bombay, one in 

the United Provinces and one in Gwalior. The 
estimated capital of these mills was 53 lakhs. The value of the 
output reported rose from Rs. 63:11 lakhs in 1906 to Rs. 72°9 lakhs 
in 1907, the largest production in any single year on record. 

The competition of cheap wood-pulp paper imported from Europe 
has checked the development of paper making by older methods in 
India, and the most successful mills are those which have Govern- 
ment contracts for the supply of cheap foolscap, blotting paper, 
notepaper and envelopes. In 1904 the value of the paper manu- 
factured in India and of that imported were alike, viz., 61 lakhs. 
In 1907 the corresponding tigures were 73 and 94 lakhs 
respectively, the value of the imports having increased in the 
meantime by 54 per cent., while the internal production has 
increased by 19 per cent. only.

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the Colony unless they hold a warrant for that purpose signed by 
the Commissioner. This warrant is issued by the Commissioner 
on application, without payment of any fee. The Commissioner 
may, however, as he thinks fit, assess any specified non-resident 
agent or non-resident trader for income tax in respect of any 
specific transaction, or of all transactions, during any specified 
period, and may fix the amount of tax at the rate then last in 
force (if the rate of tax is not then fixed by law), and on the 
assumption, subject to adjustments, that the specified transaction 
or transactions during the specified period, produced a net profit of 
5 per cent. of the gross proceeds resulting therefrom. 

To enable the tax to be assessed every non-resident agent is 
required from time to time to furnish returns of business done.

This 
is a matter of great importance to those firms whose principal 
business consists in tendering for Government contracts, as they 
frequently have to deposit national bonds to a large amount, and 
as these are worth roughly 10 per cent. less than their face value, 
firms will save the interest on the extra bonds which they have to 
borrow ; they will also be saved the trouble of making extra 
deposits when there is a fall in the value of the bonds. It is calcu- 
lated on the whole that about six million pounds’ worth of national 
bonds is at the present moment held by various Government 
Departments in the form of security deposits. ‘There can be little 
doubt that this measure will have a good effect on the value of 
these bonds.”

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Confidential Information. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the confidential use of their members, but not for 
publication, information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British 
trade) to which it has appeared desirable in the interests of 
British trade to draw attention confidentially. The plan met 
with general approval, and last year, in order to attain more fully 
the purpose of the Board, namely, to reach all British manufac- 
turers or traders interested, it was decided, on the recom- 
mendation of the Commercial Intelligence Committee, to sup- 
plement the above-mentioned system by opening at the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., a 
Register of British firms who might desire to receive confidential 
information relative to their respective trades. The Register was 
opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names entered. 


British firms desiring to have their names entered on this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 


The admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it, 
of any firm is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 


No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.), in order to ensure that those who are desirous of receiving 
such confidential information should first be in possession of all 
the official information relating to their particular trade which 
is published in that Journal. The annual subscription to the 
Journal, including postage, is lds. 2d. 


The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience. 

Note.—Apart from the special Register, the Branch is always 
ready, as far as possible, to answer enquiries on specific questions 
in the interest of British trade.

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of 
the Board of Trade (73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and classified in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. On application being made to it either 
personally or by letter, the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, 
information with regard to the following subjects, viz. : Commercial 
Statistics ; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and 
Customs Regulations ; Lists of Firms Abroad engaged in particular 
lines of business in different localities; Foreign and Colonial 
Contracts open to Tender ; Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade 
Products ; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; Regulations concerning 
Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at. the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of 
the Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of 
Trade, specimens of special interest that may be received from 
India, the Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of Canada and Queensland have established, 
in proximity to the Commercial Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basing- 
hall Street, special offices for dealing with trade matters (see below). 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public. The “Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d. All 
applications respecting subscription, or the purchase of single 
copies, should be addressed in London to Messrs. Wyman & Sons, 
Ltd., Fetter Lane, E.C. ; in Edinburgh to Messrs. Oliver & Boyd ;

New Zealand.—A Commercial Department is established at the 
Office of the High Commissioner, 13, Victoria Street, London, 
S.W., where information respecting the agricultural, pastoral, 
mining and other resources of the Dominion, and particulars 
concerning trade and industries, tariff regulations and commercial 
statistics can be obtained. Permanent exhibits of New Zealand 
products are maintained for public inspection both at the Imperial 
Institute and the Crystal Palace. 

Queensland.— The Agent-General for Queensland has opened a 
branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., where a representative 
attends daily to give information to enquirers regarding trade, 
mining, and all other matters relating to Queensland. Specimens 
of products representative of the pastoral, agricultural, and mining 
industries of Queensland are on view. 

Victoria.—The Government of Victoria (Australia) have an 
extensive and varied collection of products of the State on view 
at the Show Room of their London Offices (142, Queen Victoria 
Street, E.C.). Lists of the Exporters of the State, with their 
Agents in the United Kingdom, and full particulars relating to the 
trade, prospects, &c., of the State, can be obtained upon applica- 
tion to the Agent-General for Victoria, at the above address. 

New South Wales.— With a view to facilitating the acquiring of 
information regarding the State’s products, the New South Wales 
Government have a commercial branch attached to the Agent- 
General’s Department at 123-125, Cannon Street, E.C. A great 
variety of specimens is on view—typical of the mineral, agricul- 
tural and other products of the country. Full information concern- 
ing the Colony is given gratis to all applicants. 

South Australia—The Government of South Australia have 
established a Produce Department at the offices of the Agent 
General, Threadneedle House, 28, Bishopsgate Street Within, 
E.C., where specimens of every description of South Australian 
produce are now displayed. ‘his Department will supply, free 
of cost, full information regarding the exports from South 
Australia of all sorts of produce. 

Cape of Good Hope.—''he Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, S.W., for the purpose of a Com- 
mercial Agency, under the superintendence of the Trades Com- 
missioner, who supplies free information on trade subjects con- 
nected with the Colony, such as agricultural products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, &c., &c. 

Natal.—The Government of Natal have established a Commercial 
Agency for that Colony at 26, Victoria Street, S.W., under 
the direction of the Agent-General. The Commercial Agent will 
supply, gratis, information on trade and industrial subjects con- 
nected with the Colony, commercial statistics, tariffs, railway rates, 
shipping freights, &c. Specimens of certain descriptions of Natal 
produce are on view. 
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
